Iu answer to numerous inquire?. I utjain 
give a brie! •description of the process of 
nickeling. 
The patent Is still before the 
courts, and no decision bas boom reached In 
regard to It. 
The double sulphate of nickel aud ammoni­ 
um, which Is Hie salt that Is generally used, 
may now bo had In commerce almost pure.— 
It is manufactured on a largo scale by Joseph 
Wharton, of Camden, N. J., who controls the 
nickel market In tills country. 
Cast nickel 
plates for anodes may be obtained from the 
same source. 
The anodes should considerably 
exceed In size the articles to be nickeled.— 
Any common form of battery may be used. 
Three Danleli’s or Smee’s cells, sr two Bun­ 
sen’s, connected for intensity, will be found to 
be sufficient. 
The battery power must not be 
loo strong, or tho deposited uickel will be 
black. 
A strong solution of the sulphate is 
made aud placed in any suitable vessel: a 
glazed stoneware jiot answers very well if the 
articles to be covered are small. 
Across the 
top of this are placed two heavy copper wire?, 
to one of which the articles to be covered are 
su-ponkd, lo the oilier the anode. 
The wire 
leading (rom the zinc of the battery must 
then be connected with the wire (rom which 
Hie articles are suspended, tho other battery 
wire being connected with the anode. 
In order to prepare the articles for coating, 
they must be well cleaned by first scrubbing 
them with caustic soda or potash, to remove 
any grease, and then dipping them for an iii 
Ktant in agua regia and afterwords Washta 
thoroughly with water, taking care that the 
baud docs not come in contact with any part 
of them. 
This is accomplished by fasten^ 
a flexible copper wire around them, and hand 
ling them by means of it. 
The wire serves 
afterwards to susjicud them in the bath. 
lf the articles pre made of iron or steel, they 
mU't be first covered with a thin coat of copper, 
This is best done by the cyanide bath, which 
is prepared by dissolving precipitated oxide of 
copper in cyanide of potassium. 
A copper 
plate is osed as an anode. 
After they mc re 
moved from tho copper bath, they must be 
washed quickly w it Ii water and placed in the 
nickel bath; lf allowed to dry or become tar 
nulled, the nickel will not adhere. 
Great care must be used through the whole 
process to keep all grease, dust, or other dirt 
from the articles to be covered, or cise tho re­ 
sult will be unsatisfactory. 
The whole pro­ 
cess is one of the most difficult that is used iii 
tho arts, it being far easier to gild, plate, or 
copper an article than to nickel it; but if due 
care be taken, the results will amply pay for 
the trouble.—Batton Journal of Chemistry.

Iu answer to numerous inquiries, I again 
give a brief •description of the process of 
nickeling. 
The pateDt is still before the 
courts, and no decision has been, reached In 
regard to it. 
The double sulphate of nickel and ammoni­ 
um, which is the salt that 13 generally used, 
may now be had in commerce almost pure.— 
It is manufactured on a largo scale by Joseph 
Wharton, of Camden, N. J., who controls the 
nickel market In this country. 
Cast nickel 
plates for anodes may he obtained from the 
same source. 
The anodes should considerably 
exceed in size the articles to be nickeled.— 
Any common form of battery may be used. 
Three DanielFs or Smee’s cells, ®r two Bun­ 
sen’s, connected for intensity, will be found to 
be sufficient. 
The battery power must not be 
loo strong, or the deposited nickel will be 
black. 
A strong solution or the sulphate Í3 
made and placed in any suitable vessel: a 
glazed stoneware pot answers very well if the 
articles to be covered are small. 
Across the 
lop of this are placed two heavy copper wires, 
to one of which the articles to be covered are 
suspended, to the other the anode. 
The wire 
leading from the zinc ot the battery must 
then be connected with the wire Irom which 
the articlt‘3 arc suspended, the other battery 
wire being connected with the anode. 
In order to prepare the articles fur coating, 
they must be well cleaned by first scrubbing 
them with caustic soda or potash, to remove 
any grease, and then dipping them for an in­ 
stant in aqua regia and afterwards washing 
thoroughly with water, taklug care that the 
hand does not come in contact with any part 
of them. 
This is accomplished by fastening 
a flexible copper wire around them, and hand­ 
ling them by means of it. 
The wire serves 
afterwards to suspend them in the bath. 
If the articles pro made of iron or steel, they 
must be first covered with a thin coat of copper. 
This is best done by the cyanide bath, which 
is prepared by dissolving precipitated oxide of 
copper in cyanide of potassium. 
A copper 
plate is used as an anode. 
After they are re­ 
moved from the copper bath, they must be 
washed quickly with water and placed iu the 
nickel b ath ; if allowed to dry or become tar­ 
nished, the nickel will not adhere. 
Great care must bo used through the whole 
process to keep all grease, dust, or other dirt 
from the articles to be covered, or else the re­ 
sult will be unsatisfactory. 
The whole pro­ 
cess is one of Lhemo3t difficult that is U3ed in 
the arts, it being far easier to gild, plate, or 
copper an arlicle than to nickel it; but if due 
care be taken, the results will amply pay for 
the trouble.—Boston Journal o f Chemistry.

—The Chicago & Alton Railroad Company 
has recently placed medicine chests at all im­ 
portant stations along its road, and has ap­ 
pointed a number of local surgeons, with a 
supervising surgeon at Chicago, who will be 
sent out at once in case of accident to attend 
to persons injured. 
A chaplain for each traiu 
needs only to be added, and the road will be 
ready for business.

A few nights ago a man was picked 
up literally starving; he had been oat of work 
all winter, and iiad pawned everything. They 
fed him, and the food made him insane, so 
that he tried to kill himself; and he lies dan­ 
gerously ill in the hospital.

A somewhat novel idea in relation to the 
yellow fever is presented in a late report upon 
the subject by Dr. J. M. Toner, of the Amcri 
cau Medical Association. lie gives interest­ 
ing tables showing the localities in the United 
States where yellow fever has appeared since 
the year 16G8. lie quotes authorities to prove 
that this disease has never been known in any 
climate at an elevation above 2,500 feet.— 
Others Investigators declare that in this coun 
try the disease lias never appeared in any 
place higher than Í00* feet. Dr. La Boche al- 
so says that a stranger may Uve in the imme­ 
diate vicinity of the epidemic,provided lie docs 
not eater the infected district.- This fact 
seems to suggest that the stratum of air in 
which the infection peculiar to yellow fever 
exists is heavier than air freo from the poison, 
which, therefore, seeks the dampest and low­ 
est localities. The practical hint growing out 
of thia fact is that hospitals for tho reception 
•nd treatment of patients in districts espec­ 
ially liable to the prevalence of this scourge 
should be built upon columns or supports of 
from ten to twelve feet in height with the 
space beneath paved and left open to the un 
restricted circulation of air. Any guide to the 
better prevention of the spread of this terrible 
epidemic will be welcomed in states often rav­ 
aged by it.

AN E X T R A O R D IN A R Y ACCIDENT. 
A C attle Car, w ith S even teen C attle, 
-Sumps the R a ilro a d R ridgc in to 
th e R iv er— C uttle C arried 
Over G enesscc F a lls— 
I''ire o f T hem 
Escape. 
One of the strangest accidents occurred 
yesterday afternoon on the railroad bridge 
near the bank of the falls. About half-past 
one o’clock, a heavy freight train, laden with 
cattle for eastern markets, passed through 
the depot. One car, situated iu about the 
middle ot the train, was seen to bound about 
in a most remarkable manner, and on observ­ 
ing it more closely, it was noticed that a 
tkmge of a wheel was broken. Immediately 
on reaching the bridge it left the track and 
bounded along till about mid-way of the 
stream, when it smashed the railing and 
plunged into the river, turning upon its side 
as it fell. A parly of railroad ineu lowered 
themselves, and in a short time wrecked the 
car sufficiently to allow the animals to escape. 
The current at this bridge is very strong, and 
ihe river from three to four feet deep. Sever­ 
al of the animals were badly injured by the 
fall, and were bleeding profusely. 
Two or 
three of them had their horns broken. Five 
of the most severely injured were soon car­ 
ried over the falls. The other twelve remained 
crowded together at the bridge, apparently 
too much frightened to move. 
A consulta­ 
tion arose among the officials as to what 
should be done with them, and Depot Master 
Knapp, knowing that the company would not 
make the owners good, determined to sell 
them for what they would bring. .Two hun­ 
dred and fifty dollars was the amount obtained 
for the lot, $200 of which has been paid 
down—the balance to be paid to-day. Tho 
purchasers were Mr. Rbineliart and John 
O’Kane, Jr. Tho next question was bow 
to get possession of the cattle, and it 
was finally determined to drag them 
to the east side of the river, where 
the current was strongest, and let them go 
over the Fall3 where tho current would carry 
their bodies to the shore. Several ropes wero 
obtained for tho purpose, and oue wa3 attach­ 
ed to each cow, and they were led,to the east 
side, where the current soon swept tbein oil 
their legs and carried them over. Oat of the 
whole seventeen thus swept over, but live 
were rescued alive, the rest being killed by the 
fall. Several butchers were assembled along 
the shore below the Falls, and as soon us a 
carcass appeared, it was hauled ashore and 
quickly subjected to tho butcher's instruments. 
Those that came out'alive were greeted with 
loud cheers from the immense crowd that had 
assembled by this time. Among the incidents 
connected with tho curious sight worth 
mentioning is the action of one strong, 
noble looking animal, lie struggled hard 
to breast the current, but slipped and 
was on tie verge 
of tha precipice, 
when to the surprise of all he regained his 
footing. So close was he that on turning 
round h¡3 hind leg was hanging over, but 
with a tremendous eflort lie succeeded in free­ 
ing himself. The crowd lustily cheered him. 
He had ascended the river a few feet when he 
again slipped and was carried back to the edge. 
Here he stood for some time, moving his head 
from side to side and rolling his large, staring 
eyes. He made one or two powerful efforts to 
turn, but was too near the edge to do it with­ 
out getting swept away. He'stood a few min­ 
utes with his head erect, looking down into 
the seething depths below him, and then 
shaking h¡3 head as if he knew his eflorts 
were futile, allowed himself to be carried 
over; but as fortune is popularly supposed 
to favor the trave, so it was in this instance, 
and the thousands of eyes that expected to 
sec his dead body floating down the stream 
wero agreeably surprised to see his thick head 
shooting through the turbnlent waters, and 
the beast swimming shoreward. Cheer after 
cheer was sent up by the immense crowd as 
lie clambered up the bank and made off. 
Another one managed to creep into the mid­ 
dle of the river where the current was not so 
strong, and persisted in standing there. 
As 
it was growing late means were taken to drive 
him down the stream. Several shots from 
revolvers were fired and missiles flung, which 
bad the desired etlect. Two of the animals 
got under tbo bridge, when a plank was re­ 
moved, and several chunks of coal thrown at 
them, which caused them to step into the 
current, and they were whirled over the rocks. 
This finished one or the most curious, as well 
as brutal, day’s amusements the Rochester 
public have ever enjoyed. 


T IIE PANAM A F IR E . 
F u ll P articu la r» of the D isaster—N ice 
P a n a m a P olice. 
N ew York, March 15.—Panama papers 
contain accounts of the fire there. 
It oc­ 
curred dn the 19th of February, commencing 
in a hat store in front of tho entrance to the 
Grand Hotel, the, hotel soon catching aud 
burning. A portion of the hotel was occu­ 
pied by the Bishop and several clergymen, who 
lost all llieir eilects. Very little property was 
saved from tbo hotel aud the proprietor was 
nearly suflocated. The high wind at the time 
carried the flames to adjoining property, 
which destroyed the City Saloon buildiug, the 
buildings of Pedro Mering and several other 
large buildings. The fire raged three hours,

police 
and soldiers were worse than useless—got 
drunk and devoted themselves to pillage. 
Late at night a steam tire engine arrived from 
Aspinwail, which was useful to extinguish 
tho embers. The engine at Panama was use­ 
less, the authorities not keeping it iu order. 
The total loss in buildings, stocks of goods in 
the numerous stores and the warehouses de­ 
stroyed is between $S()0,009 and $1,000,000. 
The insurances are $200,000 in the Imperial 
of London, $105,000 in the Sun of London, 
$100,000 in the Northern British. $189,000 in 
the North British and Mercantile and $17,500 
in the Scottish Imperial.

A Story of E d w in B oo lli. 
A correspondent of the Springfield Repub­ 
lican says: “ There are many nights in 
the history of tho Winter Garden Theatre 
that can never pass oat of my recollec­ 
tion while memory holds her place in this 
distracted globe (that is, my head). Among 
those nights there was one that became es­ 
pecially memorable. It wa3 uot the night 
that Booth made his first appearance, in 186G, 
nor yet the hundredth night of “ Hamlet,” nor 
the brilliant occasion when the gold medal 
was hung around the actor’s’ neck, iu com­ 
memoration 
of

it 
was 
the 
22d 
of 
March,* 
1867, 
the 
close 
of one 
of Booth’s most 
brilliant 
engagements. 
In it he had 
played Shylock sixty nights on a stage 
drean.y with the spirit of old Venice, and the 
bill was then only changed from the weariness 
of the actors. The night of the 22d of March, 
the play was John Howard Payne’s melo­ 
drama of “Brutus, or the Fall of Tarquin.” 
went into the house before the curtain rose, 
and finding the place crowded, passed into 
the manager’s box, and theuce into Booth’s 
room. His negro dresser was making coffee 
as usual, and Brutus sat ready for the stage, 
smoking a pipe. 
Manager Stuart put hi3 
head into the door and exclaimed, “Here’s an 
anachronism. Don’t you know wc are in 
Home, it is two thousand years ago, and to­ 
bacco and cotlee were only discovered by the 
great-grandfathers of the people outside? 
protest against the use or things sixteen cen­ 
turies brio re they were known !” 
Just tbeu Booth was called upon the stage. 
During tiie act Liunt Thompson came in 
and ¿tuart said lie had better go up lo his 
rooms, as lie had left “ John Paul” up there 
with a comedy in his pocket. A very super­ 
fluous appendage to “ John Puui.” 
The 
rooms were just over Booth’s, and, as wc were 
about starting, the theatre fairly rocked with 
applause, and Booth, running oil the stage, 
burning with excitement, declared lie hail not 
played to such a elorious audience for years: 
“ it is an old-time house, listen to the noise.” 
Curious to see what they were made of, I 
went to the front, and, as tho play pro­ 
ceeded, noticed that the noise was started by 
half a dozen elderly men sitting together. 
They each had a cane or an umbrella, and 
they led oil the applause in tine style; the 
play being an exciting melodrama, the au­ 
dience joined in, glad to manifest its feelings, 
when Ihe fashion was once set. I went back 
and reported that there was a parcel of ghost3 
from the ‘Old Park Pit,’ that had been let out 
to see the play, and they wanted it hot. ‘Per­ 
haps.’ said Booth, ‘Coojier and Fennel are 
there, ami They shall have it in the old style.’ 
And so they did. Booth was thoroughly 
roused; his declamation was something won­ 
derful; the applause gave him what an impas­ 
sioned actor must have—time to breathe; and 
he acted with an energy and tire never sur- 
l>assed. The enthusiasm of the house was 
equal to the effort of the actor, and the cur­ 
tain fell on the best performance ever witness­ 
ed in the theatre that once echoed the won­ 
drous tones of Rachel, and that had seenDaw- 
ison aud Booth in ‘Othello.’ ” 


T he B ab es a t Sing; Sing; P rison . 
Tho recent action of the inspectors of the 
female prison in Sing Sing, in ordering ail 
babe3 belonging to lite convicts to be taken 
from their mothers and sent to the poor-house, 
appears to have occasioned not a little excite­ 
ment there. The wailing of the mothers, 
when informed that they were to be separated 
from their oflspring, is described as heart­ 
rending, and was ' altogether too much 
for the humane Warden to bear without 
being moved. After the order had been 
passed by the Inspectors the Warden exam­ 
ined the statute on the subject and learned 
that the Inspectors had exceeded their pow- 
ers. The act says that the Warden may send 
such children to the jioor house, but it is left 
discretionary with him, aud as no Warden, 
with possibly one exception, had ever sent the 
children of female convicts away, the Warden 
thought that sucli a change would bo impoli­ 
tic. He consulted willi Miss Johnson, tbe 
matron of the institution, and learned that it 
was at her suggestion that the cruel order had 
beeu passed and that she was determined to 
got rid of the infants. The Warden reasoned 
with the lady and endeavored to dissuade her 
from her harsh purpose, but she insisted 
on carrying cut iter programme, tell­ 
ing ttie Warden that it was none of Ins 
business, as she was appointed to jireside 
over tlie female department. The Warden, 
however, who appears to have been possessed 
with true parental instincts, was determined 
that the order should not go into etlect,and at 
the npxt meetiug of the Inspectors lie called 
the Board’s attention 10 the order, and said 
that lie did not approve it, ami that it would 
he cruel to tear the nursing babe3 from their 
mothers. The Inspectors said that they would 
leave it with him, and lie decided that tho 
babes should remain with their mothers until 
after they were four yojr3 old, and that they 
should be sent to the friends of the convicts, if 
they have any; if not, they are to be scut to 
institutions where they will be educated and 
made useful. 


—Not all the Ashanti can monarch’s divina­ 
tions were so mild as the goat fight. Further 
to test the prospects of the invasiou, two men 
had knives run through their cheeks and were 
tied up iu the woods to die. The priests said 
that if the men died soon it would be well for 
Ashantee. If tbev took long to die, all would 
go ill. They lived, or were kept alive, one for 
five days, the other for nine. 
—By a sudden thaw tho village of Sher­ 
brooke, N. S., was completely flooded last 
Wednesday, and many families abandoned 
their housc3 altogether, while others took 
refuge in the second stories, while travel could 
only be accomplished in boats. Tbe next day 
the mountains or ice, the logs, uprooted trees, 
and oilier things wore frozen solid, and the 
village is now ¡tnbeded in a sea of ice and the 
river is indescribable.

A short time before that hour a committee of 
the white waitresses at tho hotel called apon 
landlord Stearns and info:med him that they 
would not wait «pon the colored boarders un­ 
der any circumstances. Mr. Stearns knew- the 
troupe to be composed of ladies aud gentle- 
mep, and was bound to taue carc of them 
properly while they were hi? guests. 
He 
stated the trouble lo a number of bis board­ 
ers and in a few minutes numerous ladies aud 
gentlemen of the house volunteered to Le 
cooks and waiters pro lem.

to 
work 
actively, 
and 
when 
the clock 
struck five the meal was ready and tho col­ 
ored people were given a supper quite as good 
a^would have been provided had there been 
no strike. 
The troupe had no sooner seated 
themselves at the table than two of the num 
bcr noticed the situation and at once volun­ 
teered to wait on the table themselves. 
They 
urged the ladies and gentlemen of the house 
to cease their kind attentions; but, as they 
would not do so, the two colored people 
thanked their white friends, in behalf of the 
troupe, for the unusual kinduess bestowed 
upon them. 
The incident is a peculiar one. 
It reflects credit on the ladies and geutlemen 
of the Mausion House, and upon Mr. Stearns, 
the proprietor, who is himself a most courteous 
gentleman.

plaintifi resides inFlalbush, where she runs a 
boarding-house, with a bar attached. 
She 
received a letter or order from one Morgan 
Goslin to the defendant Cloonan to pay her 
the money due him. 
She took the order and 
went to Cloonan’s store, in the lower part of 
the city, and demanded $5 on the order.— 
There is a saloon also attached to this store. 
Defendant refused to pay the inoniy, und 
took hold or her and said she must leave the 
house. 
Ills wife interfered, when he desisted. 
Plaintiff claims she was badly choked, and 
claims damages for a large amount. 
The 
defendant claims plaintiff was noisy, and in­ 
terfered with the business iu the store; that ho 
ordered her out, wheu she refused to go, so he 
laid his hands on her; she resisted violently, 
aud then he left her and went for an officer; 
wheu he came back the woman had left. 
In the case of W illiam Hess vs. Isaac Ileetc 
complaint wa3 dismissed with costs. 
The jury are retained for the secoud week, 
as there are several criminal cases to be then 
tried. 
The civil business is all finished and 
the first case that will be taken up on Monday 
will be that of The People vs. Daniel Smith, 
in which the prisoner is charged with having, 
in company with a confederate, robbed Cor­ 
nelius Legg. 
In the case of Bostel vs. Cloonan the jury 
rendered a verdict of $25 for the plaintiff. 
The court adjourned until Monday the 16th 
at 2 p. m. 


S to len B o n d s D isco v ered . 
About a week ago President DnBois, of the 
First National Bank, received a letter from 
New "York containing two coupons of the 
town of Fallsburgh bonds, requesting that the 
interest represented by them bo sent to a cer­ 
tain brokers’ firm in Broadway, New York. 
The letter also a=ked the price the bank was 
willing to pay for two Fallsburgh bonds. 
Up­ 
on examination, Mr. DuBois found that the 
coupons belonged to two bonds Included in 
the lot stolen last fall from Palen’s safe, at 
Fallsburgh. 
Communicating with Mr. P.ilen, 
it was agreed to remit the interest in cash as 
requested, and to offer 95 cents for the bonds— 
to tic delivered in Ellenvillo. 
On Wednesday 
of this week, a man representing himself to 
be Mr. Ellwood, agent of a Mr. ilaswcll, ap­ 
peared at the bank, with recommendations 
from a National Bank in New York, having 
iu his possession the niue town of Fallsburgh 
bonds stoleu from the Palen safe. 
He stated 
that the bonds had been left with Mr. Has- 
vvell for sale, and did not appear surprised 
when Mr. DuBois told him that they were sto­ 
len property. 
He said he had como to find 
out the history of the bonds, aud if all was 
right would sell them. 
Finding them to be 
stolen bonds, lie gave assurance that the own­ 
ers would receive them again. 
Two Ulster county bonds stolen at the same 
tiinej were also in Mr. Ilasweli’s possession. 
Mr. Ellwood also had with him over §500 of 
Fallsburgh coupons due in 1870, which were 
unredeemed. 
Mr. Ellwood appeared to be a 
gentleman of probity and gave every assur­ 
ance in his actions of being lioncsl in his rep­ 
resentations. 
He returned lo the city, taking 
the bonds with him.
